CORRESPONDENCE. 


KISHINEFF AND THE FUTURE ATTITUDE TOWARDS RUSSIA. 


Sir.—It has seemed to me for very many years that the only way to 
force Holy Russia to bebave asa civilised power is to find out the weak 
point in that leviathan’s armour and there to strike hard. 

Russia’s weak point is her chronic want of money. This money is 
obtained for her through the medium of a handful of financiers located in 
the various capital cities. These financiers (the majority of whom are 
Jews) apparently have, in the withdrawing, or not, of their support, a 
very powerful weapon, the key of the situation, which they are justified in 
urging »gainst any country abusing the power they lend. 

I would suggest that in the interests of humanity these wealthy men 
should meet in conference to decide how they could effectually accomplish 
the financial boycotting of Russia whenever there are signs of a recru- 
descence of persecution. To start with, Russian promises of reform shonld 
be held of no value, and the quid pro quo would only be forthcoming on such 
reform being an established fact, It seems to me that herein financiers 
have an opportunity of self-denial which would earn for them the !ove and 
respect of all from whom such are to be valued, while at the same timo 
dealing a severe blow at systematic brutality. 

To the practical mind, Mr. Morris Harris's suggestion as to universal 

rayer-meetings, as published in your last issue, must prove eminently 
udicrous. Does Mr. Harris imagine that the poor wretches murdered or 
mutilated at Kishineff did not themselves pray most fervently and 
incessantly for their lives, just as others, good and bad, at all periods and 
all the world over, have done, when in mortal peril, and to no purpose. 
Perhaps Mr. Harris thinks that the will and jadgment of the Almighty is to 
be revised or biassed by the fervour or numerical strength of the prayer- 
meetings. : 

In the recent great Australian drought, those who (evidently) wasted 
their energy praying for rain saw their cattle starve to death, while those 
who realised the uselessness of such measures but ‘* hustled’’ and devised 
ingenious methods of feeding their stock to a great extent weathered tho 
visitation.

THE ISRAELITE SCHOOL AT BOMBAY. 


Sin,—It is a matter for congratulation that the Bombay Israelite School 
should have at last awakened from its prolonged slumbers of nearly one 
decade by recently publishing its report. 

One would have expected, however, that the worthy President, Mr. 
Haeem Samuel, would take the public more into his confidence, and to 
inform it definitely of the good work the school is supposed to have done 
during the long period of nine years covered by the report. Attention is 
dtawn therein to the ** good work done in the school,’’ and to reports of the 
Educational Inspector being ‘*‘ throughout favourable.’’ And the fact that 
some of the Israelite boys trained in the school are now ‘earning their 
bread ’’—not a miserable pittance, I hope—is noticed with self-complacency 
eee ‘“‘ample testimony to the efficiency of the work. done in the 
schoc!."’ 

This is all the information that Mr. H. Samuel has to give after niné 
years silence, and it is, to say the least, hardly re-assuring and satisfactory. 

If we are to judge by results, we must know how many matriculants 
the school has turned out during the past nine years, bow many of them 
prosecuted their studies further and with what results, and what success 
they have attained in life. 

| was curiously turning over last year’s list of successful candidates 
at the Matriculation Examination of the Bombay University, and 
out of nearly 1500 successful candidates the Bene Israelite school 
was represented by none! Can this be creditable to the managers 
of a school which has spent more than { of a lac of rupees during the last 
nine years, besides commanding a school building of its own costing 
80,000 rupees’? Will Mr. H. Samuel explain why such a state of things should 
exist? Will he further explain why more Bene Israel! boys pass their 
matriculation from Christian and Government Schools than from his own? 
What is the percentage of school-going Bene Israel boys attending the 
Israelite School? How many out of two or three dozen Bene Israel graduates 
owe their early training to it? This last question arises because his 
followers give him credit for being the pioneer of education among his 

ople., 
. The fact is that Mr. H. Samuel has had no academical training himself 
for the post of Principal of a High School. In other hands the school must 
show better and more tangible results. I trust the Anglo-Jewish 
Association will turn its attention to this subject and not be carried away 
by the confidential reports in glowing colours from the President.

Dr. Adler adds: | feel confident that, although many 
claims press themselves upon the attention of our community at the present 
time, they will subscribe none the less liberally to the fund about tv be 
raised in aid of the medical charities of the Metropolis. | earnestly trust 
every member of your congregation will endeavour to render the collection 
wortpy alike of the excellent object for which it is destined—the relief of 
suffering humanity, and of the spirit of genuine benevolence ior which our 
community has ever been famed.—The collection at St. Paul’s is for special 
reasops held a week earlicr. The Lord Mayor writes tothe daily press: *‘ The 
King and Queen have graciously intimated their intention of attending the 
afternoon service at St. Paul’s Cathedral, next Sunday, the 7th instant, 
when the Hospital Sunday collections will be taken, as their Majesties 
are unable to be present on June l4tb, the day fixed for Hospital Sunday. 
Last year Hospital Sunday produced the record amount of £62,669, and 
as the collections in places of worship were increased by £10,000, it seems 
certainly not hopeless to expect to raise the desired sum of £100,000 on this 
especially memorable occasion. Mr. George Herring has again most gener- 
ously offered to give one fourth to the amount collected in places of 
worship (ap to a gift of 225,000). The Hospitals are, just now, in 
great need of help. The money collected is distributed by the Fund 
within a few weeks, and is given to the maintenance of the wants of 
the institutions and not for building purposes. There are over 100,000 
patients in the wards of the Hospitals at this moment, and it is estimated 
that quite 25,000 of these are sent from the country districts. This, it 
seems to we, constitutes a great claim on residents outside the Metro- 
politan area to help to bear the cost of the care and provision so willingly 
extended by the London Hospitals to provincial and suburban sufferers. 
I especially desire to press upon those who, while they are not 
attached to any place of worship, are yet well-wishers of the Hospitals, 
that they may send to me, at the Mansion House, any donation they may 
think fit to give for addition to the collection at St. Paul’s Cathedral on 
Sunday afternoon.”’

The Kishineff Massacres. 


The Complicity of the Church. 


In the letter from our St. Petersburg correspondent published in our 
last issue reference was made to inflammatory anti-Jewish proclamations 
igsued in Kishineff. These broadsides were actually distribated by the 
police, and as they were passed by the Keclesiastical Censor in St. Peters- 
barg and were of clerical authorship, there is no longer room for doubt 
that both Church and State were implicated ia the preparations which 
preceded the outrages. It is notorious that the Church is by far the most 
powerfal element in Kassian society, and the part it played in the recent 
excesses is further exomplified by the statement of a Vienna correspondent 
in our last issue that masked clergymen actively participated in the deeds 
of murder and pillage that were enacted in Kishinefl. One of these broad- 
sides which we have had .an opportunity of seeing, was printed in the 
Makarieff Monastery at Moscow, and was passed by the Hieromonach 
Alexander, Ecclesiastical censor. In the centre is a head of the martyred 
Jesus, and the proclamation reprodaces as matters of recent occurrence 
legends several centuries old, and insinuates that the events described are 
still perpetrated. The effect of the publication of this cunningly devised 
document immediately before Easter (it was dated Feb. 4th, ().8.), on an 
ignorant and priest-ridden populace is now notorious. 


The proclamation is headed: ‘‘ Divine. Vengeance on the Profaners of © 


the Holy Kikon!’’ and the following is a literal translation of part of its 
contents: ‘‘ A peasant resided in a small house, situated close to the Jewish 
kahal, and this Christian had the image of the Saviour on his wall. Aftera 
time, this Christian bought another house, into which he removed his 


property, but he forgot the holy eikon hanging on the wall ino his 
former house. This small house was acquired by a Jew with whom 
several other Jews (friends of the owner) came one day to dine. 


Whilst they were eating, they lifted up their eyes and _ per- 
esived the ecikon, As is known by ali, it is «uaite sufficient 
for a Jew to see the Saviour of the world to be at once 


seized with hatred andfury. The Jews at once got up from the table and 
went to denounce what they had seen in the house of the host and told the 
Rabbis and Elders. The next day the Priests and Elders of the Jews came 
together in that house, and a large maltitude of Jews crowded there 
also. They took the holy eikon down from the nail and put it in 
the middle of the assembly, and said: ‘ure fathers mocked him 
aud derided him, let us also mock him.” And the mad people 
at oace began to spit on the holy eikon, and to smite the face and the 
head of the Lord Jesus. Then they said further ‘Our forefathers crucified 
him, let us also do the like.’ So they brought nails and drove them 
tirough the hands and feet; then they tied a sponge soaked with 
vinegar on to a rod and touched his lips. And lo what happened ”? 
in the words of the ‘Gospel on the Passion of our Lord it is 
written, ‘And there came forth from him blood and water.’ So also did it 
happen here. Blood and water flowed from the cikovn. The Jews were 
petrified with fright, and they filled a cup fall of the blood and water. The 
Jews were so frightened, especially when they found that with the blood 
they «ould heal their sick, that a large number of them went to the Bishop 
and asked him to baptise them. And they were baptised, and changed 
the Jewish synagogue into a Christian church.”’ 

The broadside then goes on to give a similar story in which an eikon 
of the Virgin Mary plays the central part. The legend of profaning the image 
of Christ given in the proclamation is merely another form of the medieval 
accusation against the Jews of profaning the sacred Host, with the same 
miraculous result as far as the Host was concerned, and with the same 
tragical consequences to theJews. These myths are dealt with ina work just 
published in Leipzig on the Jew in German *‘ Culturgeschichte.’’

THE RUSSIAN MINISTER OF THE INTERIOR. 


circular issued from the Russian Ministry of the 
rne astounding secret Interior (and now destapel to be 
apocryphal), coupled with the expul- 
sion of the Times correspondent 
from St. Petersburg, call pointed 
attention to the Minister whose 
department is primarily involved 
in these incidents. Katcheslav 
Constantinovich Plehve, the Minister 
of the Interior, is one of the most 
important men in Russia. In a 
sense, he is almost the leading 
subject of the Czar, for his duties 
must bring him into the Imperial 
presence with exceptional frequency ; 
and to be able constantly to “ catch 
the eye’ of the great-weak autocrat 
must mean much in the way of in- 
fluence and power. Of that influence, 
the Minister's successful efforts to 
screen his department in respect of 
the Kishineff horror speaks with 
trumpet-tongue. 

De Plehve, then, is a man to be 
reckoned with when castiog up the 
future of the Russian Jews. The 
Daily Graphic (always well informed 
on foreign affairs, as readers of the 
Jewish Chronicle need hardly be 
told) stated at the time of his 


DE PLEHVE. promotion to his present office 

that his appointment ‘clearly 

- heralds a period of relentless and wholesale repression.’’ We had it on the 
authority of the Neue Freie Presse that he was the friend of Pobiedonostzeff, 
while (he game journal declared that he was the “ incarnation of the policy 
of Alexander ILL.’’ and that his appointment to the Home Office meant a 
distinct programme which everybody in Russia would understand. As a 
fact. it was generally read as the signal, ‘‘ Full steam astern,’’ and the fact 


that General Vannovsky (the liberal Minister of Education) stepped out of 
hie department at the same time that De Plehve stepped into his was 
regarded as sufficient confirmation of this view. Plehve, of course, had 
succeeded to the perilous honours of the murdered Sipyaghin—and political 
murder hd before this bred political re-action in Russia (witness the events 
that followed the assassination of Alexander I1). 

An advanced Russian paper, the Osvobozhdenie, has summed up 
Piehve's early career.thus: **A youth and orphan, who was brought up in 
a family of a Polish magnate, be presented himself before Mouravieff, ‘ the 
hangman,’ and denounced the man who had brought him up as politically 
untrustworthy,’ and. *‘ nursing | The magnate was 
hanged, while Plehve laid the substantial foundation of his career. 
Tois rare precocity in political crime may or may not be fact, 
though the Obsvobozhdenie is reputed a cautious journal. What is the 
truth, however, is that the minister was born about fifty-six years ago, 
that he studied law at Moscow University, and that at an early age he 
entered the service of the Ministry of Justice. As Procureur or public 
prosecutor, at various places, he greatly distinguished himself, 


The duties of this office consist in drawing up indictments in criminal 
prosecutions, giving opinions in civil cases, and seeing that the law is 
enforced ‘* The chief function,’”’ said M. Volkhovsky to the present writer 
recently, ‘‘ is the making of indictments. A procurator who can show a goodly 
number of indictments is considered an excellent oflicial,’’ which reminds 
one of the surprise of the Mikado in the famous Gilbert Sullivan opera, that 
‘no executions had taken place in Titipu for a year,’’ and the agony of fear 
which seized om the Lord High Executioner under this remarkable 
test of ‘‘efliciency.’’ ‘Such a man,’’ continued Volkhovsky, ‘‘ soon 


comes to the front, and the confidence reposed in him is shown by entrust- 
ing him with special cases of importance. To obtain the conduct of such a 
case is to make ‘** a hit—a palpable hit.’’ The main thing in these inquiries 
is to get on the track of a wide-spread conspiracy; and the skill of a pro- 
curator consists in so twisting the unhappy persons he subjects to interroga- 
tion, as to wring information from them. De Plehve was fortunate enough 
to obtain these cases, and in them he showed himself to be a man of great 
shrewdiess—at the expense of the revolutionary party "’ (‘* That is, at the 
expense of educated men,’’ added the veteran revolutionary). . 

Certiinly, De Plehve proved himself a capable sleuth-hound of 
despotism. As Pablic Prosecutor at Warsaw he won many laurels by the 
zeal and capacity with which he tracked down political conspirators and 
conducted their prosecution. So admirably did he perform his work that 
he was promoted to the Procuratorship at the St. Petersburg High Court. 
Here he came into frequent contact with the Tsar Alexander II., to 
whom he had to report on Nihilist movements and his counter-mining of 
Terrorist plots. The great feather in his cap was the detection of the 
dynamite attempt in the Winter Palace. In 1881 came the fatal bomb which 
shattered the life of the Tsar and “ halted ’’ the march of liberty. That terrible 
blunder and crime brought in the re-actionaries, and gave De Plehve 
another step in promotion. The Procurator was made Chief of the Depart- 
ment of Political Police and member of the Commission which had been 
hor nade to devise measures to assure order and tranquillity in the 
“pire.” Of his appointment to the control of the Police, the ex-corres-

But this servile instrument of autocrac 
has merely set his teeth and resolved to ‘see it through.” The 
police are said to have been increased enormously since he took offic, 
and any manifestation of independence has been ruthlessly repressed. A 
few months ago, an English review narrated how a ‘‘ Conference on the Wants 
of Agriculture’’ met under Witte, the Finance Minister; how a number 
of Zemstvo representatives thereupon assembled at Muscow, and insisted 
on liberal reforms, including the abolition of all impediments to a free dis- 
cussion of economic questions, and the reorganisation of the Zemstvos (local 
Councils) on a democratic basis; how Plehve reprimanded some of these 
officials, threatened another, and intimated to yet o ners’ the grave 
‘*‘displeasare’’ of the Tsar; how Plehve asked four Crown officials who 
happened to be Zemstvo Deputies to inform him over the telephone if a 
certain Zemstvo discussed ‘‘disagreeable questions’’; and how these four 
officials declined to play the spy on their colleagues. 

Plehve, however, is not altogether happy in his splendid position. He 
knows that he may one day stumble across a revolutionary ‘live wire,”’ 
judging from the following story, which was told to the writer. Some time 
ago a gentleman from the Provinces called upon him at his department by 
appointment. Ushered into his office the visitor was surprised to find himself 
confronted not by the Minister but by some minorollicial. The latter opened 
the conversation with the remark, ‘‘ Pardon me, your collar is disarranved.’’ 
The provincial gentleman naturally raised his hand to his collar to set right 
the defect ; but before he could do anything, the official (exclaiming ** allow 
me *’) had his hand on his neck, and in a moment was rapidly searching the 
visitor from top to toe. The latter being in a dazed condition, did not 
interfere with the operation. The story illustrates the mortal terror which 
prevails in the ministerial bureaux. 

Plehve, it need hardly be said, is no friend of the Jews. Ona the Ist o 
last month, ‘‘ Free Russia’’ published a secret official account of a 
conference held between the Ministers of Finance, Agriculture, Jastice and 
Internal affairs, apropos of an anti-Semitic law drawn up by the late 
Minister of the Interior (M. Sipyaghin). The account found its way into 
the revolutionary press, like many other secret Kuassian documents. The 
law in question had for its purpose, among other things, to safeguard the 
nobility’s land tenure—‘‘at the expense of Jewish rights,”’ as ‘* Free 
Russia’’ says, but its passage was iaterrupted by the assassination of the 
Minister. The conference of Ministers agreed that it was too far-reaching 
and badly framed. M. Witte is stated to have declared that heavy 
restrictions on Jewish rights *‘ would undoubtedly result in much economic 
damage to many millions of Russian subjects, not only of Hebrew faith, 
but to Christians as well.’’ Excellent doctrine such as one might expect 
in a Minister of Finance! M. Witte went on to make the remarkable state- 
ment that the action to be taken in fulfilment of the resolutions written by 
the Emperor on the (yearly) accoun! of the Smolensk, Pskov, and Novgorod 
Provincial Governors respectively, should consist in a decisive pro- 
hibition to Jews to acquire in the future any real property outside 
towns in the Midland Provinces, without touching on the rights 
already acquired by the Hebrews. The deduction from this statement is 
that the Tsar himself is inspiring anti-Jewish legislation—not a very 
encouraging omen ! 

Another of the Ministers, M. Yermolov, emphasised the enlightened 
selfishness of M. Witte as to the influence of Jew- baiting on the Russians them- 
selves. But the opinion of M. Plehve himself is most interesting at the moment. 
The report states that M. Plehve ‘' while doubting the economic benefit 
bestowed upon the country by the Jews, expressed at the same time his con- 
viction that they bring into all branches of our state and social life elements 
which are incompatible with its principles, and, therefore, obnoxivus.”’ 
This is surely the true wine of anti-Semitism, as exported from Germany! 

M. Plehve, however, continued that, though, therefore, ** against any 
easement of the conditions of the Jews,’’ the Government had to exercise 
caution lest excessive restriction make things worse, ‘* Tous, for example, the 
restrictive rules of 8rd May, 1882, enforced in the Pale of Settlement, have 
resulted in this: that the Jewish population, huddied up in towns, have no 
sufficient employment ; the Jews, having fallen into utter destitution, 
living in insanitary conditions, become a danger to popular health and 
order ; while their young generation, growing up without any care being 
taken of them, present an element always ready to imbibe revolutionary 
propaganda and take part in movements of a disloyal character. New 
restrictive measures may make this condition of things worse.”’ 

That is to say, there must be no new anti-Semitic legislation lest the 
Jew, rotting in the Pale, corrupt the health of the rest of the community. 
But neither must there be ‘‘ easement’’ of existing tortures, It is not a 
very logical train of argument. For if things be as Plehve himself pictures 
them, then the rottenness, produced by existing laws, has already 
advanced to danger point, and is in need of immediate correction. But 
States are not governed by logic ; or the Pale, itself—that monumental piece 
of faulty logic—would never be. The outlook in Russia it must be confessed, is 
anything but promising. ‘‘ The hope of the Jew is the coming revolution,’’ says 
Volkhovsky, the revolutionaries alone intervened to prevent the Kishineff 
horror and their journal (Revolutionary Russia) called on the people to defend 
the Jews. That may be. But the position ofa people alternating between the 
hope of a physical revolution (in which the Tartar may bursc his Russian 
skin with terrible results to all) and the long delay of a moral revolution 
which would show Russian statesmen the dangers of anti-Semitism to the 


Russians themselves, is not a happy one.

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Union of Jewish Women.

A meeting of the General Committee of the Union of Jewish Women was 
held on the 27th of May, at 11, Hyde Park Terrace. There were present :—

Mrs. COHEN gave some account of the growth of the Union from its 
formation at the Conference of Jewish Women last year, when it was joined 
by about 250 ladies. At the present time the Union numbers upwards 
of 800 members in London, in the Provinces and ian the Colonies. 
Referring to the objects of the Union, Mrs. Cohen said :-—‘' We seek to 
give effect to the aims of the Union on six distinct lines of work. 1. To 
help in finding employment for educated Jewesses struggling against 
difficulties and disabilities arising from adherence to the tenets of our 
Faith. 2. To bring to the knowledge of Jewish girls and women existing 
facilities for training for various employments, and to offer advice and 
information, both as regards such training and subsequent employment. 
3. To recruit honorary Jewish women workers for the many tasks 
needing their aid. 4. To collect and put at the service of our members 
information and experience likely to be of use to Jewish Women Workers, 
(a) on Educational matters (such as training for Nursing, for Technical and 
other Teaching and for skilled Trades), and ())) in regard to Sociological 
and Charitable matters. 5. To endeavour to co-ordinate work between 
various Jewish Women Workers and Jewish Institutions all over the 
country, in order to prevent overlapping and to economise philanthropic 
effort. 6. To draw attention to the need of organising fresh efforts in any 
special direction of women’s work where such need comes under our 
notice. The first case dealt with by the Union has, perhaps, a special 
interest. An application came from a member of our Committee residing at 
Glasgow to aid in finding a Jewess as lady's help for a lady in South Africa. 
We made enquiries through our various members in different parts of 
London and in various towns, and ultimately we found a suitable young 
woman for the post. We helped her to make a satisfactory agreement 
with her employer and to arrange for her journey out. And very fortunate 
it was that she had our office to apply to for help; for on the evening 
before she started the shipping agent informed her that, contrary to his 
previous information, she must get a permit for landing, obtainable only by 
an order signed by a banker or a magistrate. Our Secretary was able to 
send her the permit in due form on the very morning she started for South 
Africa. We hear that she is now happily installed and doing well in the 
Transvaal. I will mention a few other typical cases showing the 
widespread and varied nature of our work. A member of the Union, one of 
the lady visitors to the women and childref at Tudor House, found a con- 
valescent there suffering from partial paralysis of her hand, and unable to 
continue her trade of tailoress. The girl was helped to communicate with 
relatives in South Africa, and they agreed to receive her and give her 
suitable work. The Union advised as to her passage money, outfit, ete., 
and are sending her out under the care of a Matron from the South Africa 
Expansion. She will be met by a member of the Union at Cape Town. A 


member, needing a governess in South Africa, obtained one through the ' 


Union. A Jewish gentleman, residing in the Far East, has invoked the aid 
of the Union to place a young relative at a Jewish Girls’ School in England. 

The case of a boot-finisher unable to continue work through ill-health became 
known to a member of the Union who visited his daughter at the Incurables’ 
Home. After due investigation, application was made to the Board of 
Guardians, which granted a loan to set the man up in business. Particulars 
and advice as to suitable homes for feeble-minded girls were obtained for 
two members. Correspondence is being carried out with several members 
livi in the country or at the sea-side about holiday homes for 
working girls, and some suitable ones have been made known through 
us. Some idea of the number of applications for information 
and advice may be gained from the ollice statistics. During the past eight 
months there have been upwards of 300 callers, and, apart from the issue of 
circulars and receipts, 2,071 letters have been written. As regards finding 
employment for educated Jewesses, in view of the number of Jewish ladies 
who appeared to be unable to obtain teaching posts on account of their 
faith, we addressed a letter to the Jewish press, pleading that Jewish 
ladies should give at least equal opportunities to their coreligionists to 
apply for posts as Governesses in their families, by making vacancies known 
to the Union. Several ladies wrote to the Union in response to that appeal 

and we have found situations for eight teachers and for three clerks. An 
effort is being made to extend the work of the Union in this direction by 
communication with a number of the best Educational Agencies in London 
and other places. In regard to helping the training of Jewish girls and 
women, we have apprenticed four girls and found places for two dressmakers 

one of whom—a French girl—we domiciled at the Emily Harris Home. We 
have placed four girls in training as Nursing Probationers, and are in 
correspondence about others. One young Russian student is studying for 
Matriculation ; we have found competent honorary teachers for some of 
her subjects, and have arranged for her other studies, and she bids fair to 
become a valuable recruit to the attenuated ranks of Jewish Primary School 
Teachers. We also placed as a teacher a youag Irish Jewess, who 

unable to find a teaching post for herself, had become a factory hand. 
Through our intervention she obtained a post in a London school. is living 
near her work at Sara Pyke House, and was safely escorted from Ireland by 
the co-operation of the Trayellers’ Aid Society. The advice, information 
and help of our office is at the service not only of these workers, but of all 
who, by annual payment of the small subscription of 2s. 6d., become 
Members of the Union. In giving such advice and watching the results 

we are frequently able to promote our fifth and sixth objects—the c0-or- 
dination of work to prevent overlapping, and the indication of gaps in the 
circle of philanthropic labour. It must be confessed, as regards overlapping 

that we do not always succeed. One would think everyone would make it 
his or her first business, when enquiring into a case, to see if a protegé is 
none befriended by anyone else; or when invoking aid for a case. to 
mention what is already being done for it. But, strange to say, experience 
shows that this is not always done, and sometimes a lamentable waste of 
effort ensues. As regards our sixth object, we wish to submit for consid- 
eration the desirability of mitigating a hardship specially affecting the 
children of widows and widowers who go out to work to maintain their 
families. Ifover five years old (the créche limit of age), these children are 
sometimes locked out from home and have no one responsible for the care of 
them from the time they leave school at four o’clock till seven or eight at 
night. It appears that in nineteen schools in East London there 
is an aggregate of 480 girls and very young children in this 


forlorn plight. When one thinks of the well ordereg

The late Mr. Abraham Michaels.—By the death of Mr. Abraham 
Michaels, which took place after a few days’ illness on Friday last, the 
East End of London loses a public-spirited worker and the poor a 
spmpathetic rnd benevolent friend. Mr. Michaels was for many years 
the President of the East London Jewish Benevolent Society, established 
many years for the purpose of relieving cases of distress in the Stepney 


| district. Daring his presidency Mr. Michaels was instrumental in increasing 


the membership of the Society and arousing greater local interest in its 
management. He devoted much of his time to investigating cases of 
distress that were brought under his notice and readily supplemented the 
votes of his Committee by assistance from his own pocket and by donations 
obtained from his friends. For some years he was also a member of the 
Board of Management of the East London Synagogue, and was at the time 
of his death a member of the Committee of the Synagogue Burial Society. 
The faneral, which took place on Sunday last, was largely attended by 
representatives both of the Benevolent Society and of the Synagogue. A 
deputation from the Stepney Conservative Club, of which the deceased was 


a very popular member, was also present and conveyed a beautiful wreath 


sent by the members of the Club. Among those who sent sympathetic 
messages was Major Evans-Gordon, M.P. for the Stepney Division. The 
late Mr. Michaels was highly esteemed by a large circle of friends—both 
Jews and Christians—who were drawn to him by his kindly disposition and 
genial fellowship.—J. F. 
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The Salle Judaique in the Louvre. 
By ALBERT M. HYAMSON. 


Tne Salle Jadaique, the only department of any of the t National 
Museums of Europe that is solely devoted to objects of Palestinian interest, 
completes this month the first half-century of its existence, it having been 
formally opened to the public in June, 1853. Other museums, of course, 

many archeological exhibits that emanate from the Holy Land, bat 
none, save that of the peerless collection in the old Palace of the Bourbons, 
devotes a special section to the stone records of Palestine. 

The Salle Judaique is situated at the extremity of the Musée Assyrien 
on the groand floor of the main building, occupying the ey formed by 
the Place du Louvre and the Rue de Rivoli. Hatering at the gateway in 
the Place du Louvre immediately opposite the Church of St. Germaine 
l’Auxerrois. whose matin bells were determined upon as the signal where- 
with to start the Massacre of St. Bartholomew's Day, one turns immediately 
to the right, and after passing through the Assyrian Gallery and the 
collection ‘of Phcenician tombs, the Palestinian portion of the Museum is 
discovered behind the staircase to the first floor, that faces one. 

The Salle Judaique, although the space it occupies is not excessive— 
the Official Catalogue compiled by M. Ant. Héron de Villefosse contains 
but eighty-five items—preserves within its limits a large proportion of 
objects of remarkable interest. The first to strike one’s eye as one 
approaches the corner of the Museum set apart for Palestine is the 
famous Stéle de Mésa, the Moabite Stone, concerning the authenticity of the 
inscription on which, so many controversies have raged, in which among 
others Dr. A. Liwy has taken no mean part. Other of the priceless exhibits 
are the bas-reliefs of Schihan, the mouldings of the ancient monuments of 
Jerusalem, the fragments of Aaray-el-Amyr, and the sarcophagi found in 
the Tomb of the Kings. Many of these objects the Museum, the French 
nation, and the world, owe to the generosity of Frenchmen, of whom one 
in particular, M. F. de Sauley, the archeologist, may almost be considered 
the founder of the Salle Judaique. His first visit to Palestine was made 
in 1850, and resulted in the presentation of three valuable exhibits to the 
Museum authorities, a fragment of a door found in the land of 
Moab, and two lids of sarcophagi discovered in the Tombs of the Kings. 
These were placed in the Salle de Phidias, in which were collected the most 
interesting specimens of ancient Greek sculpture in the possession of the 
French nation. Other exhibits of a similar nature were gradually grouped 
around this nucleus and the space occupied by them was ultimately 
the Salle Judaijue. 

second journey by M. de Saulcy, undertaken thirteen years later, 
resulted in further additions to the Palestinian collection in the form of 
mouldings from funeral monuments in the neighbourhood of Jerusalem and 
the results of excavations in the Tombs of the Kings. These specimens 
enabled artists for the first time to study at their ease the sculpture of the 
people of Israel, which, following the ancient Asiatic school, yet showed 
traces of Greek influence. M. de Saulcy’s example attracted imitators. 


. The Dake de Luynes presented the bas relief of Schihan which he had 


brought from Moab; Izzet Pasha, Governor of Jerusalem, offered a sarco- 
woe for.the acceptance of the French Government; other gifts also 
ollowed. This continual increase of exhibits rendered the space allotted 
for the display insuilicient. and in the spring of 1870 the collection was 
removed to the accommodation that it now occupies. After the change of 
domicile, gifts continued to pour in upon it. To M. Clermont-Ganneau 
the well-known archeologist, the Museum is especially indebted. From him 
it received the greater part of the Moabite Stone and also the mouldings 
of a Stéle, the original of which has since disappeared, bearing an inscrip- 
tion in Greek. This is one of those mentioned by Josephus, which forbade 
non-Jews to pass beyond it within the precinctsof the Temple. The Museum 
A to Exploration Fund, through General Sir 
‘harles Warren, one of its mo ist ished membe . 
ment ihe one ingu rs, for some of the frag 
he collection ranges itself into eleven divisions :—Mo - 
ments, Jerusalem, the Tomb of the Kings, the Tomb of the J a Toul 
of the Valley of Jehoshaphat, Tombs of the Valley of Hinnom, the Plateau 
of Masada, Aaraq-el-Enyr, Boith-Sahour, Ascalon and Miscellaneous. Of 
these, from the point of view of value, if not from that of number, the first 
is by far the most important division. Divisions 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9 contain 
but eighteen exhibits between them. The place of honour of the whole 
collection is occupied by the Stéle de Mésa, which, as has already been 
stated, monopolises from afar the attention of the approaching visitor 
Unfortunately, this in'eresting monument has undergone vicissitudes in the 
course of its existence, and before being placed on exhibition in the Louvre 
many fragments had to be pieced together and vacua occupied by reproduc- 
tions of missing portions, The inscription, which is in the Moabite 
dialect, recites the wars of Moab against Israel from the revolt of 
Mésa until the death of Ahab, and is judged to date from 896 B.O 
The stone was discovered in 1869 at the foot of a hillock near the ruins 
of Dhihan (Dibon) to the East of the Dead Sea. The discovery was hailed 
with enthusiasm by all interested in the subjects likely to be illuminated 
by it.

The Jews in Turkey. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
CONSTANTINOPLE, May, 


For some time past I have not sent any news of the Jews in this 
country and with just reason. The situation of our coreligionists is the 
same as it was a year ago. I need only mention the election of the new 
Consistory, which is composed of nine members, of whom five are nominated 
by the Imperial Government. They are, it is true, capable persons, and 
quite worthy of confidence, but what can they do in face of the 
indifference of the Jewish public to communal matters’ The new 
Consistory, like the precedi one, confines its energies to efforts 
to improve, by however little it can, the finances of the (rand 
Rabbinate. During the whole year, its occupations, its cares ar 
all directed towards maintaining the equilibrium of the budget. 
This notwithstanding that the Consistory could do great good; it could, 
at any rate, maintain the Jewish Seminary which is threatened with 
extinction, by according to it a larger subvention instead of reducing it; 
it might apportion a fitting sum to the National Hospital, whose financial 
situation is not bright; it could augment its subvention to the Alliance 
Israélite, which has threatened to close its schools, in place of reducing it; 
it might aid in works of education, and lastly it might introduce reforms in 
the administration of the Grand Rabbinate, reforms which | need not, for 
various reasons, designate here. To bring this abo. it would be 
preferable, above all, to confide the administration of the finances W 4 
special Commission, and to leave the Consistory free to occupy itself with 
the improvements it should make to better, as much as possible, the lot of 
Ottoman Judaism. The Sultan, our magnanimous Sovereign, has conferred 
on it all the powers and all the liberty it needs for introducing the reforms 
which it may deem necessary, and it, therefore, behoves the Consistory 
profit by these privileges. 

In the Provinces, the situation is the same. At Smyrna, however, the 
internecine struggles which have lasted more than two years have happily 
been stopped by a truce. The butchers have consented to pay 10 francs 
per head as tax for beasts instead of 8 francs. The supplementary receipts 
will be devoted to the maintainance of the Jewish Hospital, formerly called 
the Rothschild Hospital.

| propose in the present article to resume the discussion of the concentra- 
tion and distribation of the alien population, and deal with it from a 
diterent point of view, of more interest and importance to the Jewish 
community. It becomes increasingly evident, the more the agitation 
aciinst the Jews is investigated, that the main source of this agitation 
= -he rregularity of their ispersion in the various districts of the large 
towns whieh they inhabit. For reasons already mentioned, absolutely 
gniform dispersion of the Jews cannot reasonably be expected, though its 


accomp ishment is not only desirable but would probably mean their salva- 
tion. Nor can it be legitimately asserted that if the 100,000 Jews or so 
in London were distributed uniformly throughout the London Boroughs, so 


chat each contained some 3,500, any hardship would be experienced by them 
in the tree practice of their faith and ritual. There would remain awple 
opportanity for those communal activities which so many of the well-to-do 
elasses love. Of gabbaim and parnassim there would still be an ample supply to 
meet an undiminished demand, Though a reasonable explanation can be given 
for the coneentration of Jews in the large towns only, there cannot be 
found, what the French jurist calls any ‘extenuating circumstances,’ to 
account for their congestion in restricted localities in these towns. All the 
objectionable features of the old Ghettos and judenstrassen are the 
necessary consequences of this congestion, In Russia the law has erected 
a ‘ypale’’ of settlement, with boundaries more or less rigidly 
defined. Here in England, where no shadow of restriction exists, a ‘‘ pale "’ 


has been self-imposed, not less rigid in character. 
These remarks are fully justified by the figures which I have 
examined, some of which I hope to present to my readers. Confining 


our attention to the East-Europeans, there were enumerated in the whole 
County of London at the last census, (1901), 55,655 foreigners of Russian 
and lt umanian birth, Of these no less than 43,712 were enumerated in the 
Metropolitan Borough of Stepney. Otherwise, out of every 1,000 East- 
European foreigners in London, 785 are to be found in Stepney. If we take 
into account the adjacent boroughs of Bethnal Green, Shoreditch, 
and Poplar, which together with Stepney, constitute the so-called East End 
of London, we shall find the number to have risen to 48,541, thus accounting 
for about 873 out of every 1,000 East European foreigner in London. When 
we recall that these foreigners are almost entirely Jews, it is not 
surprising that the cry against the alien has been directed to the Jew, as 
witness the recent Commission.. Of the remainder the largest number is to 
be found in Westminster with 1,944, representing 35 per 1,000 of the whole. 
The other districts of London contain only imperceptible quantities of 
East Europeans. 

| am able, fortunately, by the kindness of Dr. Shirley Murphy, the 
Medical Officer of the London County Council, to analyse these figures 
still farther. He has supplied me with a table, hitherto unpublished, and 
furnished by the Census authorities, giving the distribation of foreigners 
in the several istration Districts of the Borough of Stepney. Similar 
information b on the Census figures for 1891 was given by Mr. 
Llewellyn Smith in his well-known report on Immigration from Eastern 
Europe, prepared for the Board of Trade in 1894. have analysed both 
these tables and give the result in tabular form.

This table is of considerable importance in the present dis- 
cussion, and illustrates in language which cannot be impugned 
the extent and magnitude of the evil against which the Jewish 
community has to contend. In the two districts of Whitechapel of St. 
George's-in-the-East, the Russo-Polish element constitutes nearly 26 per 
cent. of the total population. This, I believe, represents a Jewish popula- 
tion of between 45 and 50 per cent of the total population. No wonder 
Whitechapel has, not ina tly, been called Jew-town. Even in Russia, com- 
paratively few towns exist in which the proportion of Jews is so large.

admitted that this proportion, derived from a consideration of the numbers 
of school children, is probably two high, since there is less likelihood of 
any Jewish children escaping inclusion in these figures in the East End 
than in any of the other parts of London. There will be 
also, a certain number of Jewish children attending schools other than 
primary, thus escaping enumeration. Again, children begin to attend 
school at a younger age among the poorer classes, thus tending to raise 
the proportion among them. The agreement between the three sources 
which these figures exhibit is mainly valuable in indicating the amount of 
confidence which can be put in the census figures for aliens. 

| hoped to have been able to give similar figures to those given above 
for the districts of Manchester and Leeds. All the sources of information 
available to me in the case of London are, in the case of the provinces, 
quite closed to me. Deplorable as the want of organisation of the com- 
munal statistics is in the case of London, it is doubly and trebly so in the 
provincial towns. No return whatever exists at the present time either of the 
numbers of births, or deaths, or marriages, upon which the least reliance 
can be placed, Neither relatively nor absolutely do they possess, in the 
few instances where they do exist, any real value. The so-called official 
returns published annually by the Board of Deputies and reprinted in the 
‘‘ Jewish Year Book '’ possess so many internal evidences of inaccuracy that 
they were much better omitted than retained only to mislead. An example 
will make my meaning clear. In 1901, the number of deaths among Jews in 
Ireland was returned as 12. There exists, fortunately, a census of 
religious confessions in Ireland, and from this source I gather that the 
number of Jews in Ireland in 1901 was 3,900. Thus the above return would 
indicate a death-rate of something like three per thousand. The Jews in 
Ireland are either prospective Methusalehs, or the Board of Deputies’ 
figures are a mere sham and a delusion. This is the more regrettable in 
that no other institution has the facilities and the powers of tte Board 
of Deputies, and were the Board to take the matter in hand, it could readily 
organse its statistics on_a sound scientific basis. 

Returning to the main subject of discussion, we are left entirely to the 
Census. While this gives the figures for the year 1901 only, and for the 
cities of Manchester and Leeds, as separate wholes, I am able only by 
comparison with the table given in Mr. L. Smith's report, quoted above, 
for the year 1591, to make certain estimates of the probable corresponding 
number of the East Europeans in the sub-registration districts of Central 
Manchester, and of Cheetham, both in the City of Manchester; and for 
North Leeds which contains nearly the whole of the Jews in Leeds. These 
estimates are made on the assumption that the proportions of the whole 
East European population in these sub-districts 'o the whole foreign popula- 
tion in these towns was the same at the two Censuses. The results of this 
estimate are given in the following table. .

If these estimates are correct they exhibit a state of things in these 
towns closely resembling London. Out of a total of 7,158 Russians and 
Poles in the City of Manchester, probably not less than 4,600 are to 
be found in the Cheetham district, and 1,900 in Centra] Manchéster, 
including the Strangeways district. The condition of things in Leeds is 
still more remarkable ; there, probably nearly seven-eighths of the Jewish 

pulation are in the N. Leeds or Leylands district. There would be, there- 
ore, probably more than 65 per cent. of the Jewish population of 
Manchester—which in 1901 is hardly likely to have exceeded by any 
appreciable amount the number 20,000-—in the Cheetham district. This 
would indicate a proportion of about two out of every seven of the total 
population in this district, a conclusion which is closely related to the 
one already deduced for the Borough of Stepney. Though | have no means, 
at present, of checking this result, I am making inquiries which will enable 
me to test its truth with some degree of approximation. 

The evidence supplied in the present article enables us to account, 
largely, for the growth of an anti-Jewish feeling in certain of the large towns. 
It is not that these towns contain any unduly large proportion of the Jews of 
the country. This I showed in my last article to be very far from the case. 
London contains only one-and-a-half times, Leeds and Manchester one-and- 

ree-quarters, of what might be deemed a reasonable proportion, assuming 
that all the Jews at present in England were distributed uniformly throughout 
the large towns of England and Wales. The mere difference between one and 
one-and-a-half, and one and one-and-three-quarters, is quite insufficient to 
account for this anti-Jewish feeling. It can be ascribed only to their settle- 
ment in small localities, giving rise to a new condition of things and new 
appearances which the native is too ready to call dirt, filth and squalor; 
but which on closer examination proves to be nothing of the kind. We 
might try to educate the Englishman; we should probably not 
succeed in convincing him that the Jews are everywhere more 
cleanly than their neighbours of the same social class. It is much 
safer to adopt every means of persuasion, moral and physical, upon the 
Jews to prevent this terrible congestion. If it could be arranged, which I 
doubt, that Jewish communities never exceeded say 3,000, or five per cent. 
of the total population whichever be the larger, it is probable that the 
Jewish question would die out of the land completely.

M. A. J. Mishrachi, President of the Committee of the Alliance 
Israclite Universelle at Monastir, on behalf of this Committee, writes to us 
from that town under date 2ist May :— 

I have the honour to confirm my telegram of to-day, signed by our Grand 
Rabbin: ‘‘Communication from Sofia published in the Times of 16th May 
accusing Jews is completely false.’’ The communication from Sofia is, 
indeed, a pure invention. What is imputed to the Jews in regard to the recent 
disorders is as false as that they maltreated the Greeks in 187. Our 
coreligionists here are timid and low-spirited ; they do not carry arms, and 
do not even know how to use them. From the beginning of the troubles, 
which were insignificant, thanks to the wise measures taken by the 
authorities, and not so extensive as European newspapers represented them 
to be (the statements being communicated by malevolent individuals), our 
coreligionists took refuge in their homes; few of them were seen 
venturing into the streets during the two days of terror that prevailed in 
the town. A palpable proof of the absurdity of the allegations of the Times 
correspondent is that the local authorities proceeded with severity against 
the guilty Bashi Bouzouks, who are at this moment in prison and are being 
tried by the Courts. Not a single Jew was incriminated in this affair. 
Generally, the relations between Jews and Christians here are excellent. 
During the recent disorders our coreligionists cave proofs of fraternity. I 
could mention several instances of Jews having given shelter during the 
disorders to honest Christians of irreproachable morality, who besought 
their hospitality. as at the moment of panic they happened to be near the 
Jewish quarter. I beg to thank you in advance for all that you will do in 
order to rehabilitate the reputation of our community, and for the interest 
you have shown in us.

ession of the Holy Sepulchre. Everywhere the steps of the Cr 
wees imprinted in Jewish blood. In the words of an ‘aneieeit cedar 
‘* there rose up people of a fierce countenance that have no respect 
to the persons of the old, neither have they mercy upon the young 
and they said ‘* Let us be revenged for our Messiah upon the Jews 
that are among us, and let us destroy them from being a nation 
that the name of Israel may be had no more in remembrance. 
so shall they change their glory and be like unto us; then wil 
we go to the East.’ No sooner had the first expedition assembled 
at Tréeves, in the year 1096, then an ominous murmur ran thro 


ugh 
the camp. Here were they marching to distant lands to reacee 
the repulchre of their Lord from infidels while they were leaving 
worse infidels behind them. So the crusading cry of Hep became 


the signal for a general massacre, and the watchword of Jew bsiters from 
that time onward. The undisciplined hordes led by Peter the Hermit and 
Walter the Penniless commenced their work of bloodshed there and thep. 
The preacher described the scenes enacted during 1096 in the cities of the 
Rhineland, in regard to which the author of YINN had written: 
‘*Who hath heard or seen the like? A thousand holocausts on a single 
day! Thirteen-hundred sainted lives sacrificed, many of them babes who 
had not sinned or transgressed, and souls of the lowly and the pure. Wilt 
Thou hold Thy peace at these things, O Lord?’’ 

Having reviewed the effects of the first and second crusade upon the 
Jews in other parts of Europe, the preacher went on to say: Such are some 
of the grim events that inspired the pathetic liturgy of this season of the 
year still preserved in the older prayer books, and threw a pal! of gloom 
over the once gladsome period of the Counting of the Omer. Strange that 
this ‘‘ merry month of May,"’ which nature intended to be the brightest in 
all the year, when the sights and sounds around us all proclaim the joy of 
living, and our hearts beat responsive to so many sweet and tender in‘luences, 
strange that the cruelty and bigotry of man should have charved it with 
such bitter memories for our people! And yet not strange, when we 
remember that the Crusaders started on their expedition in the spring of 
the year, when we bear in mind what the celebration of the Christian 
Easter has ever signified for Jews in fanatical countries. [t was on the 
4th May, in 1096, that the Jews of Spiers were massacred ; on tie |sth and 
26th that a similar fate befell the community of Worms; on the 27th that 
that of Mayence perished. The 26th May is the anniversary of the death 
of the Martyrs of Blois, in 1171; those thirty-four men and seventeen 
women, who chanted a hymn proclaiming God's unity while their bodies 
were being devoured by the flames. On the 24th May the Jews were 
massacred at Frankfort, in 1241. And to-day, this 30th May, is the anniver 
sary of the massacre of the Jews of Cologne by the Crusaders of 10'). What 
are those laws which lie at the foundation of so much that Jews have to 
suffer in modern Russia but the May Laws—the laws signed on the ‘rd 
May, twenty-one years ago? And how’'near to this date have come the 
events of our own time—the outrages of Kishineff, which have sent a thrill 
of horror through the civilised world, while they have filled Jewish hearts 
with inexpressible grief! They, too, had their origin in the fanatical 
excesses of an Eastern celebration, inciting the brutal populace to butcher 
defenceless Jews to make a Russian holiday. Some of the worst deeds of 
the Crusaders have been reproduced, if they have not been exceeded, by the 
present-day followers of Christ! Thus history seems to revolve in 4 vicious 
circle, and a large part of Europe—that part to which their destiny bas driven 
the majority of the Jewish race—is still plunged in the darkness of the 
Middle Ages. The Jewish question is hardly nearer its solution to-day 
than it bas ever been. 

But, as in every outburst of persecution, there have not becn wanting 
humane men and women, even in ‘‘ Holy Russia,’’ to raise their solemm 
protest against these orgies of cruelty. We have read the burning words 
of indignation of Father John of Kronstadt, of the Bishop 0! \ \\omir, of 
Count Leo Tolstoy, of Maxim Gorki, of Professor Vessalovski. We have 
read of the priest who received several Jews into his house, of the touch- 
ing sympathy of a young Christian girl, who asked permission to wateh at 
the bedsides of the victims that thus she might atone for the crimes of her 
own people. We have read, too, of acts of individual martyrdom, like that 
of the aged synagogue beadle who died defending the Scrol!s of the ca 
from sacrilege—which remind us that every generation of persecuted Israe 
produces its martyrs willing and ready to immolate themselves on the altar 
of the faith. Such sublime souls were honoured in the Middle Ages with the 
title of ‘* sanctified ones,’’ for that they shed their blood for the sanctifica- 
tion of the Divine name, 

Alas ! that the long drawn-out tragedy of Israel's martyrdom seems to 
be without end. But heaven be praised for the heroic temper f padereet 
and submission to God's will, and charitable sympathy, and many 0 
noble qualities which it calls forth in the character of the Jewish peop - 
‘* Though he should slay me, yet will I trustin him.’’ With this ——— 
in their hearts of unshaken faith in God’s providential purpose, and a

Your laudatory estimate of all 
shoe precious qualities which mould and produce good citizens and 
religious men and women must gladden the heart of Judaism, proceeding

Christ say or did he not ‘ Preach the gospel to every creature’ and how 
eould he leave out one hundred thousand Jews .? 

1¢ the Gospel of ethics underlying Judaism preached so many thousand 
years ago isso stamped with eternal truth, that even in these latter times of 
‘loubt and unbelief, it can evoke such a tribute to our virtues from such a digni- 
tary os yourself there is surely no need or occasion for you to waste endeavours 
over converstion. If the ideals of goodness and charity and everything that 
eyowns the higher nature of man are sought after and attained by Judaic 
laws and methods, it is hardly in accord with your eulogy to. attempt to 
wean us from the religion on which these ideals are grafted and based, in 
order to embrace doctrines the practice of which has often been somewhat 


opposed to the civilizing influences of peace, goodwill and tolerance.

Uf theJew is compassionate, loving and tender-hearted, if he minis- 
ters to suffering and open his heart and purse to the needy and the stranger, 
bis own sufferings and persecutions, often due to the very creed you would 
have him embrace, has evoked his sympathies for others, so as almost to 
render him tolerant of intolerance ; whilst his own beliefs, which you would 
have him lightly abandon, have proved his salvation, his prop and his 
strength in adversity. 

‘he hundred thousand Jews, whom you long to make traitors to a faith 
which has survived Inquisition, persecution and the thousand ills of mistaken 
zeal, fully recognise your laudable and strenuous efforts in every cause 
which can benefit and improve humanity, but if I may be permitted to 
make a suggestion to you, would it not be more compatible with your high 
office, more in keeping with humanitarian aims and beneficent effort to 
forego futile and mistaken desire to change worthy citizens into 
unworthy apostates and instead to direct your influence and 
mental endowments to nobler and more practical issues, to com- 
bat with erime, injustice and prejudice, to war against hungey,

The unthinking populace cannot be 
blamed if it comes to the conclusion that the Government, which is slowly 
starving the Hebrew to death, is not to be taken seriously when it itself 
cries : ‘* Hands off the Jews.’’ The atrocities at Kishineff were a golden 
opportunity for telling the Russian Government iu disereet and dignified 
language, that the monstrous and inhuman Pale of Settlement was, 
Kishineff massacre, and just as. the 
Russian Government claims the right to interfere on behalf of the members 


of the orthodox faith, and France proclaims herself the protectress of the - 


Roman Catholics in the East, so have Jews the right to interfere on 
behalf of their slaughtered brethren in race and faith. We do not think 
that the Russian Government would dare to give curte llinche to the mob 
by way of revenge. There have been scores of meetings in America without 


apy such result following. Nor do we agree that to hold meetings in 


England would cut the ground from under the feet of the better disposed 


Russians. If this argument were a valid one, there would have been 


no Dreyfus agitation throughout Europe; yet Picquart and Zola succeeded 
in freeing UVreyfus—-perhaps because of the foreign help they received; 
for nations no more like the [Ishmaelite role than do individuals. The result 
of inaction so far is that a number of labour organisations have taken the 
matter in hand and resolved to hold a Hyde Park demonstration. We 
devoutly hope that the organisers will not give way to violent denunciation, 
particularly in their references to the Tsar. But is it not now apparent to 
those who were fearful of incautious utterances that the Jewish protest 
should have been undertaken a week ago, and by the responsible leaders of 
the community themselves ? Meanwhile, it would be desirable if one of the 
Jewish members of Parliament could obtain a statement from the Govern- 
ment giving the number of the rioters punished and the extent of their 
punishment. If, as everyone expects, they would prove to be grossly 
inadequate, then nobody could argue that a public protest was superfluous 
or objectionable. 
| ‘** But he shall not multiply horses to 
himself nor cause the people to return 
to Egypt to the end that he should 
multiply horses ; forasmuch as the Lord hath said unto you, ye shall hence. 
forth return no more that way.’ One is reminded irresistibly of this verse 
in Deuteronomy by the latest development of the Zionist movement. Last 
April our Jerusalem correspondent reported that a group of Jewish 
tourists, headed by Colonel Goldsmid, were expected to arrive in the city 
from Egypt, where he reported ** they negotiated—it seems with success— 
for the purchase of a large area of land near the Palestine border.’’ ‘* The 
negotiations,’"’ he went on to say, ‘‘indicate an improved change of 
programme on the part of the Zionists leaders, and show that they will not 
be allowed to be played upon by Turkish diplomacy. There can be no 
doubt that any undertaking in Egyptian Territory will not only not be 
hampered by the Egyptian Government, but will also have its assist snee.’’ 
Thus, our Jerusalem correspondent. Last week this information 
received confirmation from a totally different source. This correspondent 
informed us that the site chosen for the new settlement lies between the 
Nile and the Suez Canal, and he places the number of immigrants intended to 
be established there at a total which runs into six figures. We do 
not know the exact amount of truth contained in these reports— 
the Zionists have never cultivated the new diplomacy. But 
assuming them to be correct in substance, they represent a& some- 
what remarkable transformation of purpose. Israel, it appears, is to go back 
on its history. Egypt, the classic land of Jewish oppression, is to become

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the home of the new Redemption. Having for centuries congratulated 
ourselves on shaking the dust of that country from our shoes, we are now 
suddenly to find salvation there. The Hebrew is to seek refuge from anti- 
Semitism in the land of the Pharaohs, Of course things have changed since 
those ancient days. The Pharaohs have gone, and in their place are the Union 
Jack and Tommy Atkins. But the new departure is none the less an excellent 
illustration of the irony of history. Or perhaps it is Dr. Herzl’s attempt 
to force history to the practice of another eongenial habit—-the habit of 
repeating itself. Of old, Israel's way to Palestine and nationhood was ra 
Egypt ; Dr. Herzl may wish to repeat the itinerary. 


In principle, few Jews will feel inclined 
to quarrel with this latest phase of the 
Zionist movement. On the contrary, it 
would be a source of thankfulness to be assured that the Zionists do not propose 
any longer ** to be played upon by Turkish diplomacy.” Finding the persuasion 
of the Sultan a long and a tedious affair, it would appear that they 
have concluded that the circumstances, in the _ interval, demand 
less ambitious action elsewhere. Non-Zionists will not blame them ; for, 
in substance, it is precisely what they themselves have been doing for 
many a long year. Practically the carrying out of a large scheme of 
Wyptian colonisation would mean the abandonment, for a generation at

least, of the principle of a Jewish State. Once embarked on a 
great act of colonisation, all the heart-breaking difficulties which 
Zionists have failed to understand in the case of others will 
hegin to eonfront them.

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How to Energise Jewish Religious Apathy. 


4 SERMON DELIVERED BY THE Rev. G. J. EMAnNvet, B.A., aT THE 
GREAT SYNAGOGUE, 


The passage in Ezekiel relative to the vision of the dry bones has been 
.eaed into the service of preachers, Jewish and non-Jewish, more 
meq neal and to a greater degree than, perhaps, any other in the Books 
ie ‘ye Prophets. The vision of the dry bones revivified by the spirit has 
oon made to typify innumerable institutions, once fall of life and meaning, 
th » yeeome cold and lifeless by age and decay, and subsequently resus- 
tated by the infasion of new energy and vigour. I shall so use it once 
cee’ nv The ceremonies of our religion have become to many of 
oa cold and dead. They no longer arouse enthusiasm in us, nor even satisfy 
euch religious craving as may yet remain with us, What they were for our 
‘thers we can yet see, if we make our way to foreign countries, or if, 
without 80 much cost and trouble, we enter those foreign settlements which 
have established themselves in every city almost of the Kingdom. If we 
seree into the Ghettos of the present day and visit the Jewish homes there 
* <,»bath or Festival, or the Beth Hamedrash there on any day, morning 
or nicht, we shall realise what a large and what a strong influence cere- 
monials have on the life there. The Sabbath lights, the Sabbath white 
drapery, the Sabbath Kiddush, the Sabbath family meals, the Habdallah, the 
Sader on Pesach, the Lulab and Saccsh on Tabernacles—all these give 
real lively joy to men, women and children : these satisfy their religious 
craving ; and re-acting these arouse religious feelings and create religious 
enthusiasm. Or go into their houses of worship—they will appear unto 
vou bare and mean, perhaps inartistic and unbeautiful. But observe. those 
gathered there. Taney wrap the Tallis round them with the same gusto and 
leasure that they would a ur-lined coat on a cold winter's day. They fix 
the Tephillin on head and arm with solicitous care. The service is full of 
interest to them. A Mitsvab, the opening of the Ark, the raising of the 
Sacred Scroll, its reclothing, the being called to the law—each is an 
honour and a joy they keenly appreciate. And to be allowed on special 
occasions to conduct a minor service, reading the Haphtorah or Minchah, or 
Maarey is a distinction anda delight which lives long in their memory. 

Now leave the Ghetto and enter in thought the home of a Jewish 
merchant, manufacturer, or prosperous tradesmen, modern. English if in 
England, French if in France—if in this home you see the ceremonies that 
brighten Ghetto homes, I say if you see these ceremonies (and you may now 
and again) how cold they are and lifeless. The head of the family may con- 
tinue them as a matter of habit, or from a sense of duty; to the younger 
fhembers of the family, the grown sons and daughters, they areirksome. In 
the slang phraseology of the day they are a bore and a nuisance. To none 
do they give joy or satisfaction. In none do they arouse the faintest clow 
of religious fire. 

Or, go to the synagogues, built and supported, but not too frequently 
visited by these modern Israelites. They may be—most likely will 
be—large and stately and freely guilded ; but watch those seated there, 
how listless and indifferent they are! What little interest the service has 
for them! They take no Mitzvoth; they want none. They put on the 
Tallis, but with no blessing on their lips or in their heart. They open the 
prayer-book ; it matters little or nothing to them at what page. Tae ritual 
gives them no joy; it satisfies no religious want, if they are sensible of 
any. It creates not any religious feeling if none already exists. 

Jewish ceremonial, domestic and synagogal, is for them powerless, lifeless, 
cold and dead. O for a prophet who will call for the spirit that may re-animate 
these dead bones. 

We may ask: ‘‘Can these bones live again?’’ And we may give 
izekiel's reply: ‘* God alone knows.’" Yet we may try means of resusci- 
tating them. We must try or we must create others. If nought be done, 
our Judaism will be but a name, soon only a memory, and we shall sink down 
amon: the mass, be submerged among the populations in the midst of which 
we live. These are not mere words, they are alarming truths. It is idle to 
say: ‘* Our Judaism has lived so long, it must live on for all time.’’ A ship 
may brave many storms and still be wrecked at last. He is no friend of his 
people who lulls them into fancied security. Jeremiah denounced those 
traitor orators who, when the body politic was sick, still cried out ‘‘all is 
well! all is well,’’ when it was not well. Judaism will live, that of course 
—but our Judaism is in danger. The Jewish millions of Russia, Poland, 
Roumania and Galicia, they will remain Jews. Bat we Jews of England and of 
countries like Eagland—will we remain Jews ? Our children and grandchildren? 
That is the question for us, a question that admits, of one reply only, if 
nothing be done. The breath of life must enter the dry bones or they will 
moulder into dust and be lost. Each successive generation is growing less 
and less Jewish. If nothing be done can that generation be far distant 
which will cease altogether to be Jewish ? 

_ Well! What is to be done? If we could infuse into the present genera- 
tion, into ourselves, into our sons and daughters the spirit of religiousness, 
a keen consciousness of God's eternal presence, a vivid recognition of God's 
bouadiess goodness to us as a people and as individuals, an intense love for 

od--if we could so influence ourselves and our children, the problem would 
be solved, the danger would be at an end. The dry bones would become 
again breathing, living, moving, active agents. Service to God would be a 
craving and adelight. Home ceremonial and synagogal ceremonial would 
be welcomed as affording means of worship and adoration, and in their turn 
would increase our desire to worship and adore. 

Bat alas! How difficult, how well-nigh impossible is it, to infuse the 
spirit of religiousness! Our sages recognised that when they said, 

Everything is in God’s ewes. except fear of God.’’ Who can make man 
or Woman, boy or girl, religious ? 

And now the difficulty is greater than ever. That subtle influence, 
which is known as the ** Zeitgeist,’ ‘the spirit of the age,’’ is a force 
acting adversely. It tends to weaken, dissolve and dissipate religiousness 
wherever it exists. 

Again l ask: What is to be done?’ There are some who boldly demand 
4 complete change, an entire remodelling—new services, new ceremonials, 
Prayers in the vernacular, a new Judaism in fact, which most of us would 
have ditlieulty in recognising as Judaism at all. I-will not say that this 
ene he assimilation made easy, apostasy legalised, killing ourselves as 
Pe in order to live as Jews.

© decay in religious fervour of which we are so painfully conscious, is, 


admirably. 


I am sure we must all admit, largely owing to the decay amongst us of the 
knowledge of Hebrew. Hebrew was once the only language studied by 
Jewish boys and girls, then the first language taught to them: now it is 
inefficiently imparted to them at odd times, at awkward intervals between 
studies thought by parents to be more important ; or it is altogether ignored 
and omitted from their education. This should not be. The Hebrew lan- 
guage is growing in estimation outside our body, Is it to be despised by 
us? It is studied now by more educated Englishmen than at any previous 
time. Should we be the people to neglect it? Every parent should feel it 
a sacred duty to secure for his children the best possible instruction in 
Hebrew. 

And as a community we should recognise this to be our vital concern, 
the most important and the most promising field for our activity. We find 
thousands of pounds to feed the hungry, to clothe the naked, to heal the 
sick—all good work, necessary work ; but the work essential to our con- 
tinued existence as a religious body is the promotion of knowledge of the 
Hebrew tongue. And for that we must be ready to find tens of thousands. 

Munificent sums should be offered for the discovery of improved 
methods for teaching it. Substantial prizes should be offered for pro- 
ficiency in it. Scholarships should be founded to encourage promising 
students to continue to work at it. And the successful teachers of it 
should find that they need not cross the Atlantic to secure for their labours 
honourable appreciation and adequate reward. 

We shall soon have a favourable opportunity for a grand effort. The 
Education Act already passed for the country relieves School Managers 
from all expenditure for secular education. This Session will see the 
passing of a similar Act for London. The working expenses of all our 
Jewish schools. will be defrayed from public funds. There will thus be 
set free thousands of pounds yearly hitherto subscribed for our communal 
schools. Surely these thousands of pounds cannot be put to better purpose 
than to the work of teaching the sacred language. 

In London alone there are 20,000 children attending other than Jewish 
schools, and of these no fewer than 12,000 are, so far as public effort is 
concerned, without Jewish religious instruction. And threuchout the 
country there must be thousands more. These must be sought out and 
taught, and the children of the so-called better class must not be ignored. 

Everywhere, and by every means in our power, we must make the 
rising generation familiar with the holy tongue. The spirit that would 
breathe new life into the dried bones of Judaism is, | humbly but firmly 
believe, earnest and widespread stiidy of the Hebrew language.

Notes on Some New Publications. 


In ‘Babel and Bible ’’ (Williams and Norgate), Mr. C. H. W. Johns pro- 
vides a good translation of the famous lectures of Friedrich Delitzsch. The 
editor provides a useful introduction. On reading the full text of the 
lectures, one finds them far less startling than the newspaper reports led 
The points raised by Delitzsch are in most cases quite 
old: in some the lecturer is far too speculative. He is also quite wrong io 
thinking that a bel ef in the inspiration of the Bible is destroyed if it can be 
showa that the ible borrowed from Babylon. Many of the firmest believers 
in inspiration have maintained that the Bible is only partially ** original.’’ 
Maimonides, for instance, held that the sacrificial system and some of the 
marriage laws were pre-Mosaic. The Bible is inspired none the less. 

Professor Harnack in his “‘Letter’’ (also published in English by 
Williams and Norgate), brings this point out well. Here is a good passage 
(p. 7) :— 

In the history of religion, in the things of the mind, how little do materials mean ! 
If someone were to come befote the public to-day and announce : ‘‘ Gentlemen, | am going 
to free you from a great delusion; up to now you have believed Goethe's /aust to be 
an original work, whereas it is really a late and secondary product, as the whole of the 
material is contained in a sixteenth century chap-book ’’—what would people say to 
him 
am sure that he is far from desiring to settle the question of the value of the Old Testa- 
ment religion by reference to its connection with Babylon. But I do not thiak he has 
doae enough to prevent his hearers and readers from forming a wrong idea of it. What 
the same public unhesitatingly concedes to a Goethe, it is a long way from allowing to 
the prophets and’psalmists. Nay more: a8 a superhuman conception of the Old 
Testament prevailed before, the pendulum of opinion, according to & well-known 
psychological law, is now swinging in the opposite direction, and to-day the man in the 
street is saying that it is ‘‘ all up with ’’ the Old Testament. 

This is often the unfortunate result of the intrusion of specialists into 
the popular arena. Delitzsch desired to popularise certain critical facts ; 
he has succeeded in popularising very uncritical errors.

‘*Heinrich Ewald,’ by Professor T. Witton Davies (London, Fisher 
Unwin) is a ‘‘ centenary appreciation’’ of this famous Orientalist (born 
1803). Fall justice is done to the rugged determination of Ewald's 
character, his fearlessness, his industry, his obstinacy, his genius. It isa 
fascinating volume, which deserves a wide welcome. As a philologist, 
Ewald occupies a high rank. It was due to him that the real truth as to 
the *‘ tenses ’’ in Hebrew verbs was recognised. The Hebrew took no note 
of time, but of state, condition. _By him actions were conceived not as 

past or future, but as complete or incomplete. But though Ewald rendered 
great service to philology, it was as a literary and spiritual artist that he 
won enduring fame, His studies in the Old Testament were not merely 
antiquarian, for the message of the prophets had an application to his own 
day. In his lectures he constantly applied the Hebrew text to Prussian 
diplomacy,. which he cordially hated, being a Hanoverian through and 
through. He was certainly a quarrelsome scholar, but his belief in himself 
had a fine moral side. He did not know the meaning of * policy,’’ and 
truth was more to him than the dearest personal friend. As Professor 
Witton Davies writes (p. 42) :— 

When reproached with his apparently uanecessary divergencies from the views of 
other men, he replied in words that remind us of Luther's magnificent ‘‘ Ich kann nicht 
anders.’’ These are Ewald’s words in a free rendering: ‘‘! cannot act otherwise than I 
do; it would be against my conscience if I did; my strongest wish is that | may succeed 
as long as | live in never offending against my conscience. Men may laugh at me, mock 
me, insult me and imprison me; I will lead a pure life before God and posterity. 

These were no idle words, for Ewald did truly soffer exile and depriva- 
tion for his principles. Ewald’s great stature and original manners give 
attractive quaintness to his mental attitude. It is amusing to read of his 
treatment of his visitors. So soon as he found tha‘ they had not come to 
talk ‘‘shop’’ he handed them over to Mrs. Ewald. He never took a holiday. 
Once he agreed to take one. But he had not gone ten miles before he 
recollected the unfinished work he had left at home. So at the next stop 
of the train he doubled back and left his expectant host in the lurch.

The truth of this is that no for- 
eigners can obtain absolute possession of rural lands in Roumania; this 
prohibition has always existed the country, except for fifteen years from 
1864 to 1879, and is the same as in England and Holland,’’ The pamphlet is 
usefal as an indication that Roumanian politicians have some regard to the 
public opinion of Earope, and should encourage us to continue to appeal to 
that opinion, to continue to make known the sad facts which are so dis- 
honourable to the governing class of the Danubian Kingdom.

Dr. Henri de Rothschild and two friends were riding last week ina 
motor ear from Bordeaux to Paris, when their vehicle colided with two 
horses ridden by two young men.

Kock, an author, and Ed. Juengst, a barrister, accused of * reviling and 
libelling the Jewish religion ’’ challenged the entire bench on the ground 
of partiality and prejudice. Bias and prejudice, the defendant maintains d, 
had so strorgly marked recent decisions by Berlin Courts in anti-Semitic 
Actions, that anti-Semites must strive to obtain, and could only hepe to 
find justice outside the walls of the capital. The wholesale indictment of 
the jadges has, so far, merely result«d in a postponement of the case.

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Maimonides—A Jewish Worthy. 


Maimonides, by Davip and IsRABL ABRAHAMS (Macmillan), 1903. 


This volume which forms the first of a series of books dealing with 
‘‘ Jewish Worthies,’’ published under the joint auspices of the Jewish 


Historical Society of Englandand the Jewish Publication Society of America, . 


is doubtless destined to take rank at once as the classical biography of 
Maimonides. One would at first imagine that there is nothing new to be 
said about Maimonides, but the reader soon discovers and appreciates the 
freshness and individuality which are imparted to an old theme. A large 
literature on Maimonides has grown up since Dr. Friedlander edited an 
English translation of the ‘‘ Guide of the Perplexed,’’ and prefaced it with 
a detailed record of the career of the author. Mr. Abrahams and Mr. 
Yellin have utilised the new materials placed at the disposal of scholars in 
recent years. They have brought Maimonides up to date, and have shown 
themselves to be possessed of a quick and vital sympathy with their sub- 
ject. They travel over the old ground with no jaded step, and they guide 
us on to the new pastures with infectious enthusiasm. 

But the authors have exercised a wise restraint in not abandoning 
themselves to blind hero-worship. They have not permitted themselves to 
be so dazzled by the brilliance of Maimonides as not to see the defects of 
his qualities and the limitations of his genius. This sanity of jadgment and 
sense of proportion have enabled them to draw the character and activity 
of Maimonides with consummate skill, and their efforts have resulted in 
the production of a model biography, which should augur well for the 
success of the whole series. 

Moses, the son of Maimon, was born in Cordova, on March 50th, 1135. 
His usual Hebrew title is either Maimuni or Rambam, the latter being 
formed from the initials of Rabbi Moses Ben Maimon (Rabbi Moses the son 
of Maimon). Maimonides early showed a bent for scholarship, and the 
tapid development of his intellect owed not a little to the constant 
encouragement and stimulus of his father, who had been a disciple of Joseph 
ibn Migash (1077-1141), who in his turn had imbibed the spirit of Alfassi, 
and had succeeded the latter as head of the school at Lucena. In 1148, 
the Unitarians (‘‘ Almohades’’) invaded Andalusia, and Cordova fell into 
their hands. Dreading the Unitarian persecution, Maimon with his family 
wandered for a time hither and thither in Spain, lived for several years in 
Fez, and finally settled in Fostat (old Cairo) in 1165. After the death of 
his father and brother, Maimonides assiduously devoted himself to the 
practice of medicine, and was ultimately appointed physician to the Vizir 
Alfahdel. Meanwhile his reputation as a Rabbinical authority rose rapidly, 
and by 1177 he appears t. aave veen recognised as the official head of the 
Jews of Cairo. And thus acting in the double capacity of physician to the 
Court and unpaid Rabbi to the Jewish community, Maimonides spent the 
remaining years of his life in Cairo, where he died December 13, 1204. 

The fame of Maimonides rests chiefly on his great trilogy, («) the 
Siraj (Hebrew, Maor) or ‘ Liyht,’’ as the ‘*Commentary on the Mishna”’ 
was called, 1168; (b) the ** Mishveh Torah”’ or Religious Code, 1180, ard 
the ** Mor, Nebuchim,”’ the ** Guide of the Perplexed,’’ 1190. 

What constitates the claim of Maimonides to be called a Jewish 
worthy? The answer is partly given in Dabnow's essay on * Jewish 
History,’’ another recent publication of the Jew'sh Historical Society. 

The variety of mental traits in the golden age of Jewish literature in Spain com- 
bined in a marvellous union to form she great personality of Maimonides, the crown of 
a glorious period. With one ** Strong Hand”’ |another name for the ‘‘ Mishneh Torah *’ 
this intellectual giant brought order out of the Talmudic chaos, which at his word was 
transformed into a symmetrical, legal system; with the other, he ‘‘ guided the 
perplexed ’’ through the realm of faith and knowledge. For rationalistic clarity and 


breadth of view no counterpart to the religio-philosophic doctrine which he formulated 
can be found in the whole exteat of medieval literature. Thea main feature of the 
philosophy of Maimonides and of the system based upon it is rationalism, not a dry, 
scholastic, abstract rationalism, but a living rationalism, embracing the whole field of 
the most exalted psychic phenomena.

But Dabnow makes the mistake of attributing to his paragon too much 
excellence, and his verdict requires modification. The emphasis needs 
shifting somewhat. In the first place, Dabnow overlooks the importance of 
the commentary on the Mishna, and errs in exaggerating the influence of 
the Code and the (ivnide. It was no mean achievement for Maimonides 
to discover the value of studying the Mishna as a separate discipline, and 
to commence his commentary on that compilation at the early age of 
twenty-three. In his new undertaking, Maimonides was a pioneer, In his 
commentary on the Mishna, Maimonides displays a keen, devout and 
cultured mind, essaying to exhibit the spiritual truths of Judaism in 
harmony with the system of Aristotle, just in the same way as the late 
Professor Lazarus endeavoured to read the principles of Kant into Jewish 
ethics. Maimonides wished to show the vitality of the fundamental] 
principles of Judaism, to re-state them in the terminology of medieval 
philosophy and to vindicate the exercise of liberty of thought in the most 
conservative domain. And yet he himself strangely, unconsciously and 
inconsistently acted the stern and rigid dogmatist, and in laying down the 
‘* Thirteen Articles of the Jewish Creed’’ in the commentary to Sanhedrin 
he attempted to fetter the intellectual freedom of those who differed from 
him. Neither Papacy nor Church Council was available, but Maimonides was 
we Prt free from the intolerance which sometimes presided over 

th. 

So also in the case of the Code, the practical result was i 
variance with the theoretical purpose of the work. Designed pers Gir 
instance to serve as a guide throngh the ** Deedalian Maze”’ of the Talmud 
serious objections were naturally raised against another of its aims that 
of superseding the Talmud.

r provinees one finds their houses scattered amongst those of the Sarts with- 
any outward distinction. Their position under their successive Mahomedan 
s»ouerors was not an enviable one, and no one, perhaps, owes more to the 
otieial changes wrought by Russia than the Bokharan Jew. He is quite 
awire of what Rassia has done for him, and, by showing himself an honest 
oot feiendly citizen under the new régime, he has won for himsell a place in 
‘ussian’s regard that is no way shared by his brother, the Polish Jew. 
Leaving the despicable practice of usury to the Hindoo settlers, the Jews 
liokhara clevote themselves principally to dyeing native silk : you can 
anorally tell a Hebrew from a Sart by the purple stain upon his hands. 
They also do a good deal of trade with other countries, and have the advan- 
‘oe of being able to find agents of their own persuasion in all the trading 
tres of Europe. In comparison, so good a character have they won by 
honourable and upright dealings, that to-day the Russian man of busi- 
ness relies implicitly on the word of an unconverted Bokharan Jew, while he 
exceedingly doubtful about that of an Armenian .( ‘hristian. 

‘‘ We trust the word of a Bokharan Jew,”’ a Russian banker told 
me, When I asked him about them. ‘* A Bokharan Jew could go to 
Possia and bring all Moscow back on bare credit. All would trust him. 
Polish and Lithuanian Jews may not live in Moseow, while the Boklharans 
have a right to settle there."’ This reminds me of a conversation I had 
with a rich Lithuanian Jew, who showed us much kindness in our travels in 
his neighbourhood.

Jews living in towns governed by the Amir still feel some of the old 
restraints. A number of families have tarned Mussulmans to avoid them. 
\ Jew living in Bokhara cannot grow rich, no one can, for the native 
(iovernment won't lef even the Sarts do so. The richest Jew there has not 
more than a handred thousand roubles. That is one reason why Bokharan 
Jews are migrating so fast to Russian territory, while another is that the 
\mir extracts double duty on all godds imported into his territory by non- 
Mahomedans. Many of the best houses in the Russian town of Kokand 
helong to the Jews. Several well-to-do families whom T had visited in 
Bokhara five years before, were dwelling in European houses in Kokand 
int Tashkent when I enquired after them in 12. 

The Mahomedans of Central Asia have a particular aversion to their 
Jewish neighbours; in olden times they would not let thementer their houses. 
In Bokhara they are still’ prohibited from wearing either turban or 
virdle, and, whether they will or no, their head-covering must be a 
special kind of eap, which distinguishes them at onee; while round 
their loins they are obliged to wear a kind of cord. They may not 
ride on horses or mules, but have to restrict themselves to donkeys. 
lia Jew meets a Mussulman in the street, he is expected to dismount and 
make way for him. Schwarz tells us that the only people whom the 
Turkomans did not steal were the Jews, their reason in passing them over 
being that no Mahomedan would buy a Jewish slave. Marriage between 
Jews and Mussulmans is, of course, strictly forbidden, yet forall that many 
a Mahomedan youth has been smitten by the charms of a beautiful Jewish 
maiden. For their own safety the Jewish women wear the purar/ya and 
horsehair veil when out of doors, so that they cannot be distinguished from 
Mahomedan women in the street. In their own houses they mix as freely 
with the men as in Europe, 

‘The Jewesses of Bokhara are /ildschin,’’ said a German who travelled 
with us across the Caspian, and my own eyes confirmed the truth of this 
statement later on. More beautiful faces than.those of some of the girls 
between twelve and sixteen I could never wish to see; oval in shape, 
With exquisite complexions, tiny coral mouths, perfect teeth, Grecian 
hoses and arched eyebrows added to dark eyes and raven hair. A 
Russian merchant, who is now the staid father of a family, confessed to me 
that when he came as a young man to Bokhara, ten years ago, he was so 
overcome by the beauty of a young Jewess that he was ready to turn 
heaven and earth to get her father’s consent to her beeoming a Christian 
ind marrying him. The father held out,however, and the girl was married 
‘0 one of her own persuasion. 

Polygamy is not forbidden by the Jews. They may have as many wives 
as they like. When calling at a rich man’s house in Samarkand, we found 
‘IX pretty little girls playing in the garden. They were gaily dressed 
in native silks of many colours, and wore gold embroidered caps over 
which were tied gorgeous silk handkerchiefs of which the predominating 
colour was a rose pink. Hearing that the head of the family was not at 
home, we asked if we could see his wife. 

‘* We are his wives,’’ said one of this juvenile group, and she pointed to 
ee another girl. Neither of them could have reached her thirteenth 

“ar. 

I was told that it would be impossible to find an unmarried Jewess 
over eighteen years of age. Living a less secluded life than the Sart 
omen, they develop more character and often make their own choice of a 
hushand, In one of the families we visited, a girl had chosen one man, but 
had been forced by her father to marry another. Determined to have her 
wn Way, she made her husband’s life so miserable that he insisted on giving 
her Up. Another husband was chosen for her, but she treated him even 
hack — Me last, he, too, was glad to get rid of her. Eventually, it was 
aoe est to let her have her own way, and she married the man of her 
touch bread or wine that has not been made by their 

PY , assured us that it was more interesting historically than that 
‘fague. He also said that until seventy years ago, Samarkand had no 


special Jewish quarter, but that the grandfather of the present Amir of 
Bokhara had driven them out of the Sart lines, forced them to build the 
quetro, because they would throw their refuse into the canals and thus 
make them impure. Some writers state that the Amir does not allow Jews 
in his province to wear silken robes, but all the rich ones wore them when 
when I was there in 1806, and they do so still. 

We visited a number of synagogues both in Bokhara and Samarkand. 
The women sit in a gallery just as they do in England, only there is a 
sort of fret-work sereen in front of them that reminds one of the ladies’ 
gallery in the House of Commons. The writers who tell us that Sart 
women go to the Mosques and worship behind such sereens have ey idently 
mistaken this Jewish custom for.a Mahomedan one. Sart 
worship in the mosques. 

The synagogues are built round courtyards, like the Sart dwelling- 
houses. One in Samarkand has five apartments. 

| was interested to find that the Jews make pilgrimages to Jerusalem 
as devoutly as the Mussulmans. I[t must be exceedingly painful to them to 
see the Mosque of Omar standing on the very site of their ancient Temple. 
However they have in the Holy City a synagogue especially for pilgrims, 
called ‘** Bethel.”’ Their route used to lie through Afghanistan, Herat, 
Bombay and Jaffa."

The floors of the synagogues are covered with felt made of camels’ hair, 
except near the altar, where there is usually a handsome Bokharan rug. 
Hlage serolls of Seripture are kept in a screened recess, each seroll wrapped 
in cover of silk and vold brocade, A sort of lobby is kept for taking 
off the voloshes before entering. mlerneath or close: to the 
was always a school for little children, who sat in groups upon the floor, 
with their heels tucked under them. They were literally a mass of bright 
colour. On the walls hung an instrument of torture, used hy the teacher 
to bring delinquents to a proper state of mind. It was called a faluka and 
consisted of a stick with leather thongs, not for heating. but for worrying 
the children in a more complicated manner. Immediately opposite the 
entrance of the chief synagogue was a Jewish butcher's shop. 

‘The Jews here are Sarts in everything but their religion,”’ said my 
guide as we walked away. And then | remembered what.a Russian General 
in Tashkent had said to me a few weeks before: “The Sarts of Tashkent 
have a great deal of Jewish blood in their veins; and much of the Jewish 
character. They have the monopoly of the cotton trade; just as the Jews 
have the dyeing of silk. They are shrewd business men. A man will hire 
out his wife to another, if he is short of money, and take her back after- 
wards. .The early Russian settlers hired a good many women that way.”’ 

‘* How did the Sarts come by their Jewish blood,”’ I had asked. 

‘*‘From the Chaldean Nestorians and from the Jews of Bokhara.’’ was 
the reply. ‘* There have been two distinet Jewish influences ; the former

Another friend gave me an amusing account of a scene that occurred 
at.a Jewish wedding the day before we arrived in Samarkand.

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THE SYNAGOGUES. 


The Synagogues were generally well attended on the recent Festival. 
Sermons were preached in most congregations on behalf of the Kishineff 
Relief Fund. The following reports have reached us :— 


Berkeley Street. 

The synagogue was decorated for the Festival as heretofore by the younger members 
of the Synagogue Association, under the direction of Mrs. Morris Joseph, aad their 
efforts were crowned with more than usual success. Tue reading platform was outlined 
with red and pink peonies and white lilies. Trails of smilax and white flowers covered 
the whole front of the pulpit except where hung a “* Shield of David’’ worked out in 
scarlet geraniums and white narcissi. A similar ‘‘ Shield'’ adorned the upper part of 
the Ark. Floweriog plants and lofty palms were massed on the platform and steps of 
the Ark, while baskets of scarlet geraniums were suspended at intervals from the 
galleries, and some of the pillars were wreathed with garlands of evergreens. The 
embrasures of the windows were filled.with plants given by the children of the con- 
gregation. These were sent, at the close of the Festival, to brighten the wards of the 
Children’s Hospital in Paddington Green. Tone Rev. Moxkris Josern preached to a very 
large congregation from Psalm cxix., 68: ‘* Thou art good and doest good; teach me 
Thy statutes.’ His subject was the supreme need and value of Keligion. Religion, 
he said, saved men from the tyranny of their lower selves, furnished a clue to the 
meaning of life, safeguarded morality, was the inspirer of philanthropy. Was this true ? 
Think, it might be said, of the cruelty that Religion had tolerated and even 
countenanced ; think of the Inquisition, of St. Bartholomew's Day, of Kishinefl, with 
its nameless crimes done almost in Keligion’s name. ‘' | do remember these things,”’ 
said the preacher, ‘‘and because | remember them my faith in Religion remains 
unabated. ‘Ob liberty, what crimes have been committed in thy name!’ Is, then. 
liberty discredited? Why, then, Religion? Nay, I contrast these. Russian outrages 
with the horror and detestation they have aroused in the hearts of good men; and | sav 
that it is in that horror and detestation that Religion speaks. Father John of 
Cronstadt, Leo Tolstoi. these are types of the truly religious mind. It is Religion 
that bas made them what they are, and that has moved them to denounce these 
abominations. Nay | go along the streets of London and | see outside a great church a 
notice announcing that the Rector is to ere a sermon with the title ‘The Outrages at 
Kishineff, a Disgrace to Christianity.’ It is because these men are religious that they feel 
such atrocities with especial acuteness- feel them as a blow dea't to their creed, as a 
personal disgrace to themselves. Keligion has had no part in these massacres 
they have been wrought in spite of it; but it has had a very powerful hand in bringing 
home their awfulness to the conscience of. the world. \et but a little while, and the 
clouds which partially veil or distort it will be swept away by the breath of reason and 
enlightenment, and then it will show itself a mightier humanising force than ever. 
Meanwhile, let us Jews do our duty. It istwofold. First, there is the responsibility 
which we owe to the victims of these outrages. They are to be counted by thousands 
and tens of thousands, many of them homeless and ruined, many more with terrible 
memories left by those dark Easter days which will never be effaced. Money cannot do 
much for the sufferers, but it can do something. Our charity, alas, is the only means we 
have with which to repair such foul wrong, and to mark our gratitude for having been 
spared from experiencing it in our own persons. Let us, then, give generously and 
willingly to the fund now being raised for the relief of the Jews of Kishineff, rejuicing 
in the thought that there is at least something we can do towards healing the sore hurt 
of our alflicted brethren. But we can do something more, if nut for them, at any rate 
for our people at large. The remedy for the moral disease of which these recent 
atrocities are a symptom is religion, and more religion. They could not have occurred 
if the fear of God had been in the hearts of their perpetrators. But how is the fear of 
God to prevail in the world save through example * It is because religion is so often 
flouted and dispised by the intelligent that it fails to impose its wholesome restraints 
upon the ignorant. And, like contagion, example is far-reaching, and travels by unseen 
ways. Who shall say in what degree civilised irreligion is responsible for Russian 
rapine? Let you and me at least be quit of our responsibility in this matter. To-day, 
on this Feast of Religion, let us renew our covenant with religion—the covenant which 
our fathers at Sinai accepted with the cry, ** All that the Lord hath said we will do.’’ 
Let us revive our faith in it as the guardian of moral steadfastness, as the uplifter and 
hallower of life, as the guarantee of the world’s peace and blessedness. But let us do 
this in reality, and not in theory alone, Let us remember Kishineff--remember it not 
wit h feelings of revenge or hatred in our hearts, but with the resolve to rebuke all such 
crimes by showing forth the power and beauty of religion-of religion, which those 
crimes defy and outrage. Life in conscious touch with God, the life of prayer, of 
submission, of rectitude, issuing out of reverence and love for Him—let this be our 
paramount aim, our dearest prize. For so shall we take to heart the one great lesson 
taught us alike by our brethren’s sorrow and by this day of Israel’s joy.’’

Preaching at the Great Synagogue on the first day, the Rev. Dayan Hyamson said : 
A curious commentary on the message of peace associated with the giving of the Law 
is the tragedy recently enacted in South Russia, which has sent a thrill of borror into 
the hearts of Jews all over the world. With the detailed accounts before us of pillage 
outrage, carnage of which our coreligionists were the victims, who will deny that the 
Message of Sinai, if it has reached the ears, has not yet touched the hearts of all man- 
kind. What is our duty in this crisis in our people's fortune’ Let us take a leaf out of 
the biography of our ancestor, the third patriarch. When he returns home after twenty 
years absence in Mesopotamia, he finds his twin brother as implacable as ever, his 
overtures of friendship are rejected, ‘‘ We came to thy brother Esau; and he is coming 
to meet thee with four hundred men.’’ Jacob, say our sages, prepared three courses of 


action. He offered up prayer. He sent largess. He made ready, in the last resort, for 


battle. We should follow in the patriarch’s footsteps. Believing as we do in the efficacy 
of prayer, we should singly and unitedly pour forth our supplications before the throne 


of Divine Mercy; implore the Guardian of Israel to save the remn 

utter destruction ; invoke the supreme King of Kings, in whose ede ane thai 
ralers, to inspire the Tsar of Russia, not with generosity, but with a resolve to mete out 
to his Jewish subjects bare justice.

Jewish Labour News. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Organising a Protest Against the Kishineff Massacres. 


It might have been expected that on the question of the Kishineff massacres all 
sections of the community would go hand-in-hand and follow a common policy. [his ie, 
however, not destined to be the case. Notwithstanding the hesitation displayed by the 
East End Relief Committee in regard to a protest meeting, the Jewish labour 
organisations have unanimously agreed to organise a grand demonstration at Hyde Park, 
and to send forth a loud protest against the cruel barbarities of twentieth century 
Russian civilisation. In view of the fact that the labour organisations were not invited 
to participate in the work of the East End Committee, and bearing in mind the strong 
feeling they have always evinced on the subject of Russian persecution, it could not be 
expected that they would remain silent whilst intense emotion and feverish activity 
prevails everywhere. 

The Independent Cabinet Makers’ Association were the initiators of the movement, 
Nearly a month ago they decided to convene a conference of delegates from all trade 
and labour societies. There have responded to the call the London Mantle Makers’ 
Union, International Upper Machinists’ Union, United Cardboard Box Makers’ Union, 
Hebrew Branch of the Amalgamated Furnishing Trades, Independent Tailors’ Union, 
International Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union, International Bakers’ Union, as also some 
societies and groups of a non-trade character, snch as the Lecture Association, the 
West End Committee of Progressive Jewish Workers, the Polish Socialist Club 
and others, altogether about eighteen organised bodies. The Conference constituted 
itself into the ‘“ International -Kishineff Massacres Protest Committee,’ Mr. 
G. Bushell (Independent Cabinet Makers) being appointed Chairman, whilst Messrs. 
Freedman, Michaelsky and S. Kahan volunteered their assistance in the secretarial work. 
On Sunday last the fourth conference was held at the Hall of the Cabinet Makers, 4, 
Wilkes Street. It was reported that no answer had as yet been received from the police 
authorities confirming June the 2lst as the date of the demonstration, so that the exact 
date is still pending. Meanwhile, it was decided 'to invite English labour and kindred 
organisations to take part in the demonstration, to send official reports to the Press 
and to carry on an active propaganda with a view of ensuring the success of the great 
meeting. A leaflet for publication was also being prepared and would soon be issued. 

Monetary Relief Rejected 

Mr. Davies SHacuness (Independent Cabinet Makers) brought up the question of 
relief to the sufferers. In his opinion this was the most important question, and he was 
instructed by his Union to move that each society should levy its members sixpence per 
head. This would realise a substantial sum in discharge of their duties to their afflicted 
brothers and sisters of Kishineff. 

Mr. 1). CaTiueRersky, (London Mantle Makers) seconded the motion. Mere 
protest might satisfy their consciences but was not calculated to help the sufferers. 
‘There were many ways and means of collecting money. Pity without relief was of no 
avail. 

Mr. Jarve (Upper Machinists) opposed the motion. His Union had decided upon 
organising relief and would collect it from all societies. Besides, they all belonged to 
their respective benefit societies, which taxed their members one shilling or more per 
head as contribution towards the Relief Fund. They would have to find the expenses of 
the demonstration, and the hands of the committee would be full in organising an 
effective protest. 

Mr. S. Kauan (Lecture Association) was opposed to the motion on principle. 
Supposing they succeeded in collecting £80. What significance would that have com- 
pared with the 500 guineas of Lord Rothschild and the £200 of Mr. Mocatta’? Let them 
steer clear of philanthropy and leave it to others. They must confine themselves to the 
work of organising a vigorous protest. 

When put to the vote, the motion of Mr. Shachness was lost by a considerabie 
majority.
